Food stamp change tokens are one of the 
newest forms of exonumia to caw upon the 
collecting scene. These tokens made of plastic, 
metal, wood, cardboard fiber, or paper aame 
into wxistence to comply with federal reg- 
ulations that change for less than one 
dollar for food stamp eligible purchases be 
given in a medium other than U. S. coinage. 

The regulations were changed effective Jan. 

1, 1979 and U. S. currency was required to 
replace all tokens and scrip. 

The most common denominations are Ig, 

5g, log, 25g, and 50g although some other 
values such as 2 p and 3g do exist. The 
following list of New Hampshire merchants 
who issued food stamp change tokens is taken 
from the "Food Stamp Change Token Stores" by 
Jerry F. 6chimnei .

G. C.Lyfprd % Co., Nov. 25, 1863. Listed previously with another date. (Shown inside 
cover). Any merchant could have used these and dted them whenever they used them. 

HILLSBORO 

Valley Lodge, Nov. 25, 1862. 5/ and 25/ were described Fail 1970 issue, and reverse 

was shown in that issue. Obverse of 50/ is shown this issue. Both front abd back are blue. 
The 10/ is the same as the 50/ except printed in red on front with C at upper right , 10 
in place of 50 and X in place of L. Reverse is blue like shown in Fail 1970. 

MANCHESTER 

0. Barton k Co., Nov. 8, 1862. The 5/ shown is different frcm 5/ listed in Winter 
1971 issue. It is similar to the 25/ and 50/, same wording and vignette exceot denominations 
The 26/ exists with A at lower left as well as with B previously listed. 

H. D.Corliss, S e pt. 1, 1863. 3/ shown inside cover was described from poor specimen. 

Boy is whittling. Young girl lies beside him. Unusually attractive design! 

Perkins k Roby, Jan. 10, 1863, 6/, shown is unusual denomination. (red) 3/ similar. 

A.J. Tebbetts, Jan. 1, 1863. 3/ shown is like one listed Winter 1971 except serial 

number is horizontal in black and it has B after date. 

PORTSMOUTH 

H.S. Bodge, Jan. 1863. 2/ and 3/. The 3/ shown inside front cover is different from 
one listed in Fall 1971. The 2/ is the same as the 3/ shown tohis issue except printed 
in blue with denomination Changed.
